A New View 


or the first time, a variety of instruc- 
F tive dental demonstrations, telecast 
in full color and beamed to TV 
screens 44% by 6 feet in size, will high- 
light the annual Midwinter Meeting of 
the Chicago Dental Society. The color 
telecasts will be produced and sponsored 
by Smith, Kline & French Laboratories, 
the Philadelphia pharmaceutical house 
that has pioneered the use of color tele- 
vision as an aid to postgraduate teaching. 
While the novel character of medical 
color television was more than partially 
responsible for its initial overwhelming 
reception, the explanation for its con- 
tinued success lies in the greater utiliza- 
tion of the medium’s natural advantages 
for medical instruction. These advan- 
tages are most apparent in demonstra- 
tions of medical procedures, but the con- 
tributions of color TV to dental presen- 
tations are no less significant. Through 
the eye of the television camera, an au- 
dience of 1000 persons is enabled to 
follow details of oral surgery as clearly 
as if each viewer were present in the 
studio with the surgeon. From close-up 
shots of minute items, the camera can 
change focus and give a complete view 
of a large piece of apparatus like an 
X-ray machine. Thus, in the space of a 
few seconds, the audience views clinical 
material that is either too small or too 
large for demonstration in an orthodox 
platform presentation. 
Dental clinics are designed to include 
a maximum amount of interesting visual 
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material. Charts, slides, X-rays, and all 
other forms of graphic information per- 
tinent to the topic under discussion are 
employed. The dentist also benefits when 
patients and fellow specialists are intro- 
duced into his talk. While usually an 
awkward procedure on the platform, 
there is no difficulty before the cameras. 
Then too, the relative privacy of the 
studio in contrast to the auditorium 
usually makes the patient feel more re- 
laxed. Should the program presenter con- 
duct a round-table discussion with other 
dentists, the viewer in the audience is 
given what amounts to a place on the 
panel. The element of color lends nat- 
uralness and richness to the presentation. 

When the camera is focused on an oral 
field, the visual picture given the au- 
dience by the large screens is better than 
that available to anyone in the dentist’s 
office. At a recent dental meeting where 
oral surgery was being televised, three 
teeth as seen on the giant screens were 
approximately three feet high and five 
feet wide. While such a vivid picture 
would be somewhat frightening to a lay 
audience, the almost unlimited possibili- 
ties for dental education implied in this 
same picture should be apparent to every 
dentist. 

The television program is under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Robert I. Humph- 
rey, a past-president of the Society. It 
will take place in the Grand Ballroom all 
day Monday, February 6 and all day 
Tuesday the 7th. 
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EDITORIAL

disunity or harm to our Society. Then when 1956 will have ended we will have 
moved forward as individuals and as a Society.

This gives nourishment for self-esteem to 
others. 


10. Be genuinely interested in others. As it is, the world is too full of phonies.

What are the requirements for mem- 
bership in the Chicago Dental Assistants 
Association? 

Membership in the Association is avail- 
able in several categories. These are: 

Active—To be an active member, one 
must have a high school education or its 
equivalent, and be employed in an ethical 
dental office, clinic, hospital or institu- 
tion. Membership in the Illinois State 
Dental Assistants Association and the 
American Dental Assistants Association is 
included with election to active member- 
ship. Annual dues are $10.00. 


Associate—Members who are no 


longer actively engaged in the vocation 
of dental assisting may become an 4sso- 
ciate member. All privileges of member- 
ship are accorded them with the excep- 
tion of voting and holding elective office. 
Annual dues are $6.00. 

Student—High school graduates en- 


rolled in dental assistant courses of one 
or more years in schools or colleges ap- 
proved by the American Dental Assist- 
ants Association. Probationary period of 
first semester must be completed. Annual 
dues are $2.00. 

Out-of-Town—Any member of the 
American Dental Assistants Association 
can become an out-of-town member by 
application to the Governing Board of 
the Chicago Dental Assistants Associa- 
tion. Out-of-town members are not eli- 
gible to vote or hold elective office, but 
may serve as members of committees. 
Annual dues are $2.00. 

Life—Membership shall be granted to 


those members who ‘have maintained ac- ~ 


tive, continuous membership for a period 
of twenty-five years. No dues are levied. 

Dues for all types of membership except 
out-of-town and life, include a subscrip- 
tion to the Journal of the American Den- 
tal Assistants Association. The bi-monthly 
Journal is devoted to the interests and 
education of dental assistants. The Jour- 
nal keeps societies and members informed 
of help available to them through the 
committees of the American Dental As- 
sistants Association. The articles pub- 
lished are of value to the new as well as 
the experienced assistant.

REGULAR CORPS EXAMINATIONS 
FOR DENTAL OFFICERS FOR U. S. 
PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE 


A competitive examination for ap- 
pointment of Dental Officers to the 
Regular Corps of the United States 
Public Health Service will be held in 
various places throughout the country on 
March 20, 21, 22, and 23, 1956. 

Appointments provide opportunities 
for career service in clinical dental prac- 
tice, dental public health, and dental 
research. They will be made in the ranks 
of Assistant and Senior Assistant, equiva- 
lent to Navy ranks of Lieutenant (j.g.) 
and Lieutenant. 

Entrance pay for an Assistant Dental 
Surgeon with dependents is $6,017 per 
year; for Senior Assistant Dental Surgeon 
with dependents, $6,918. Provisions are 
made for promotions at regular intervals. 

Benefits other than promotion include 
periodic pay increases, 30 days annual 
leave, sick leave, medical care, disability 
retirement pay, retirement pay which is 
three-fourths of annual basic pay at time 
of retirement, and other privileges. 

Active duty as a Public Health Service 
officer fulfills the obligation of Selective 
Service. 

Requirements for both ranks are U. S. 
citizenship, age of at least 21 years, and 
graduation from a recognized school of 
dentistry. For the rank of Assistant Den- 
tal Surgeon, at least 7 years of collegiate 
and professional training and appro- 
priate experience are needed. For Senior 
Assistant Dental Surgeon, an additional 
three years, for a total of at least 10 
years of collegiate and professional train-

ROBERT M. APPLEMAN 
1902 - 1955 


r. Robert M. Appleman passed away on September 25, 1955 at Veterans 
Research Hospital. 


Bob, as he was known by his many friends, was born in Lafayette, Indiana 
on August 11, 1902. He was graduated from South Bend High School, where 
he played football. The team at that time was coached by Notre Dame’s 
famous Knute Rockne. 


He entered Indiana University School of Dentistry in 1921. The following 
year his father moved to Columbus, Ohio and Bob transferred to Ohio State, 
graduating in 1927, and was in private practice until 1941. From 1938 to 
1941 he was on the staff at Ohio State in the Prosthetic Department. 


On April 7, 1941 he entered the Service and was discharged in July of 
1946. All of his military service was at Walter Reed Hospital in Washington, 
D. C., and during most of this period he was Chief of the hospital’s Dental 
Laboratory. 


In 1946, he joined the staff at Zoller Memorial Dental Clinic, where he 
was Head of the Prosthetic Department. In 1954 he left Zoller and joined the 
staff at Northwestern University Dental School where he was Chairman of the 
Prosthetic Department. He was also Consultant at Veterans Research Hos- 
pital and was on the staff at Passavant Hospital. 


While Bob was on the staff at Zoller Clinic, he devoted his time to research 
and his activities were implants (Vitallium) on dogs, also surgical prosthesis 
in cleft palate rehabilitation. 


Bob was a member of the Kenwood-Hyde Park Branch of the Chicago 
Dental Society, Illinois State Dental Society, American Dental Association, 
the American Denture Society, Odontographic Society, Omicron Kappa Up- 
silon fraternity, an associate member of the Academy of Denture Prosthesis 
and a fellow of the American College of Dentists. 


Mrs. Appleman and Bob were married on August 11, 1928. 


His wide circle of friends will miss him and his devotion to his profession. 
He always had a smile for everyone and dentistry was his whole life.
